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Brief Table of Contents

Having completed the edition and publication of twenty large volumes 
it is meet to look backward for a moment and to provide a brief description 
and analysis of them. This retrospect will be equally precious to the 
fortunate owners of the collection, and to those who cannot afford to 
own it, whose association with Jsis can only begin with vol. XXI (the 
new series), but who nevertheless want a guide post to the earlier series. 

Let us begin with a statistical summary. ‘The first twenty volumes 
(12.550 pages, 202 plates) contain 304 memoirs, 368 shorter items, 
878 reviews, 27.282 bibliographic notes. Taking the average: each 
volume contains 627 p., 10 pl., 15 memoirs, 18 shorter items, 44 reviews, 
1364 bibliographical notes. It is important to insist on these averages, 
for there are volumes and volumes. Following the example of many 
esteemed contemporaries we might have made thirty or forty volumes 
out of our first twenty : everything would have been the same except 
the number of volumes. (1) Or we might have done the opposite : 
to print Jsis on very thin opaque paper—such as the famous India paper 
and thus increase the capacity of each volume to 1200 or 1500 pages 
without increasing its bulk. Then the twenty volumes of /sis would 
have been reduced to ten or eight. This would have been my choice 
if it had been financially possible, for we must try to keep our libraries 
as compact as possible. 

Our first twenty volumes have been published in 59 consecutive 
parts, numbered from 1 to 59, the first of which appeared in March 
1913, the fifty-ninth in January 1934. Deducting five years, the break 
caused by the War (2), we may say that these fifty nine numbers were

capacity of these 26 vols. is inferior to that of 15 vols. of Jsis, or to put it otherwise, 
on that basis the 20 vols. of Isis would become 35 ! 

(2) Isis was asleep from June 1914 to September 1919. 
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published in seventeen years, that is, at an average interval of about 
three months and ten days. Thus the description of Jsis as a 
‘‘ quarterly’ is not very incorrect. The average size of a number is 
213 pages and 3.4 plates. 

But enough of statistics! The following table includes the list of 
all the main articles published in Jsts (these are asterisked), plus a selection 
of the shorter notes, and all the reviews ; the latter are listed under the 
names of the author. In this wise the most important publications of 
the last twenty-two years are likely to be included. 

The list will be useful though it is clear that a number of valuable 
publications are omitted. The omissions are due to three main causes : 
(1) many authors and publishers failed to send their publications to 
the editor, (2) it was not always possible to review publications duly 
sent to him. Either a competent reviewer was not available, or the 
reviewer failed to do his duty, (3) many important publications were 
listed and briefly reviewed in our Critical Bibliographies, and it was 
of course out of the question to enumerate the items of these Biblio- 
graphies (more than 27,000 !) or to make a selection from them. And 
yet some of these items are more elaborate and withal more significant 
than formal reviews. 

The registration, reviewing, and indexing of publications on the 
history of science raise many difficulties, of which I am keenly aware. 
Indeed I can see the problems involved from every angle, for I am not 
only an editor, publisher, and reviewer, but my own own books have 
been reviewed by other scholars in many places and in many ways. 
All I can say is that I tried my best as editor of Jsts to publish reviews 
of the most important publications in our own field, and of quite a few 
others in neighboring fields, —this being done systematically to counteract 
lopsidedness. 

I had first thought of adding to this Table a brief index, and I even 
began the preparation of its compilation. This made me realize that 
even the most superficial index would have grown to such proportions 
as to become unmanageable—the overtaxed capacity of Jsis and its financial 
situation being taken into account. Hence there was nothing I could 
do but abandon that idea. (3) I may add that the readers who desire 
to obtain a better knowledge of the contents of Jsis in general or in 
particular with reference to definite topics, can help themselves as 
follows : 

(1) Consult the indices of proper names which appeared in vol. 1 
and in every subsequent volume the ordinal number of which is divisible 


(3) Except with regard to the index of reviewers which follows. 
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by three. Seven such indices have already been published, and the 
eighth will appear in 1934; 

(2) Consult the Critical Bibliographies wherein all the articles and 
reviews published in /sts are eventually classified each in its own section 
together with thousands of other items. The fundamental classification 
is chronological (by half centuries), and is followed by supplementary 
classifications, historical (antiquity, Egypt, China, Israel, Islam, etc.) 
and systematic (science in general, mathematics, physics, astronomy, etc.) 

To be sure, this is not sufficient, and a subject index is much to be 
desired, but it could not be realized except at the expense of long and 
difficult labor and considerable money. The eventual publication of 
it is one of my dreams, but we may have to postpone it until the com- 
pletion of the fiftieth volume of Jsis. I hope it will then be possible to 
do it, and to do it in the proper way. 

In the meanwhile, in spite of the lack of an index, the present list will 
be useful not only as a key to our first twenty volumes but also as a guide 
post to a curious section of the literature and thought of our time. 

To conclude I wish to express my thanks to Dr. Mary C. WELBORN 
and to Miss Frances SieGe_, who have done this work. Dr. WELBORN 
has taken pains to add the dates of birth and death of the authors known 
to her to be dead ; this will still increase the serviceableness of the list.
